PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


November 4, 1968 


To meet the Editor’s deadline 1 must write these lines when the 
1968-1 969 term is not yet one-third over, before the record of the year 
can be safely predicted, much less assessed. 

It is becoming evident, however, that, with the completion of the 
first five years of the University of Windsor, since it received its charter 
in 1963, we are entering a new phase in which the earlier preparation 
and reorganization are beginning to produce their full effect. The most 
striking indication of this fact is the sharp increase in enrolment this 
year, about 28%, well above the projection, and much higher than the 
percentage of overall increase in Ontario. 

As a result of this otherwise welcome development, we have had to 
endure some uncomfortable crowding in most of our general buildings, 
but this situation should be completely relieved by the current 
construction of a classroom wing, of the new residence and dining halls, 
and of the Law School building. A major addition to our library is also 
in immediate prospect. 

While we take pleasure in the growth of the university and the 
extension of its collection of buildings, we must concede higher priority 
to more fundamental and essential matters, and give attention to our 
achievements in attaining a high level of intellectual excellence, in the 
performance of many of our students and in the teaching and research 
of the faculty. Here too, although no university today is entitled to 
complacency on this score, we do have ample grounds for much 
satisfaction. 

In Canadian universities today there is much soul-searching, both 
among staff and students, about their role in society generally, and 
more particularly in the university seen as a community. Such 
preoccupations are altogether legitimate and timely, and should lead to 
a more dynamic university, playing a more influential role in society at 
large. Even so, it is the first function of the university to provide 
opportunities for the development of the individual, intellectually in 
particular, if he is to have any chance of taking an effective part in the 
society in which he finds himself, both now and later.

Dear People: 


Writing open letters in such publications as the Ambassador and Student Guide seem to 
rather dubiously fall to me. A picture accompanied by a cheery summary containing all 
the groovy things that have taken place within the year are static components of such 
publications. For this reason, I changed the approach to writing such a message in the 
Student Guide. Unfortunately, although not unexpectedly, I have been labelled 
“sloganeer” for what 1 wrote. Since 1 am unable to withstand such criticism, I will not 
take that particular approach to this message. 


i have to admit that I feel rather sentimental about ending a year that was so significant 
to my life. The events that took place at the University of Windsor in 1968-69 were not 
at all plastic or without feeling. They were situations in which people became involved 
and to which they became committed. 1 would like to personally thank those people who 
have tried to make a contribution to this community. I have personally found these 
people to be a source of emotional adrenaline. 


“Let us begin anew. . .” 
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This year saw revolutionary changes in Windsor’s student government. S.A.C. President 
Jim Brophy and Vice-President Jim Kehoe pressed for democratization of the university 
structure and participation in it for students. They kept social planning under the newly 
formed University Activities Committee, headed by Bill Saunders, and set a new direction 
for student government. 

Student power had come to Windsor. Orientation Week had the new oo o 
participation and democracy. S.A.C. committees were opened up to all interested 
students in open mall meetings. The university senate, its committees, and individual 
departments began to include students for the first time. Student control over the 
University Centre got a big boost (we always called it the student centre anyway). 

Internal Affairs Commissioner Tim Appleton ran an efficient education program 
including course evaluation by students, and a seminar on French Canada. 

Off-campus activities showed students attempting to use their power for the 
betterment of their society - examples such as the Tech high-school strike, the grape 
boycott of California farm workers and the picketing of a Peterborough paper in 
opposition to strike-breaking show the direction progressive students hope to follow. 

Bob Baksi kept track of all the union’s money (a tough job) and with External 
Affairs Commissioner John Gunning formed a more conservative faction on council, 
maintaining that student government’s primary responsibility is to improve the quality 
and availability of higher education. 

Student Government in 1968-69 moved into new areas. Will next year continue the 
move into more societal and educational concerns for Student Government?

Student Community Services: they help people out

Ifs well after midnight. A member 
of the Student Community Services gets 
a phone call It's a woman—hysterical, 
screaming and yelling random phrases 
and sentences. 

Piecing together what he can under- 
sand, the SCScr learns that the woman's 
husband is leaving her and the children. 
In a drunken frenzy he claimed that he 
was going to shack up with another 
woman. The children were upset. Her 
sixteen year-old son was about to leave, 
swearing that he'd kill bis father. 

She and her children needed some 
one immediately — someone who could 
calm him down, bring things back under 
control. Like SCS. 

NOT ALL FUN 

The work the SCS is doing is not all 
fun and games. The above incident testi¬ 
fies to that. SCS was established to render 
social aid to any person, family or group 
in the community. 

Group work includes an inner-city 
athletic programme at Central United 
Church, a study hall project at All Saints 
Anglican Church, swimming and skating 
programmes for retarded children in 
co-operation with the Glengarda school 
and swimming for the children at St. 
Josephs Manor. 

Individual families however con¬ 


stitute the major part of SCS work- 
The people they help are primarily 
from very low income brackets. 

Their families are usually one of the 
following: large families in which the 
father has taken off — and is living with 
someone else. In this case the members 
will be doing a combination of things — 
tutoring the children; taking them out; 
helping the mother personally by talking 
with her, etc.; doing odd jobs around the 
house* etc. The emphasis, however, is on 
the children. 

Other cases are families where the 
death of a parent demands outside 
attention for the children, families where 
one or more children are in trouble with 
the law or heading in that direction, or 
families in which the children need tutor¬ 
ing and the parents cannot afford to pay 
for a tutor. In addition* some members 
work with ex-convicts (male and female)* 
unwed mothers and so on. 

AGENCIES AND PARENTS 

Case ref era Is come primarily from 
established agencies in the city, concerned 
teachers and clergymen, while many calls 
come from parents themselves who have 
heard about the SCS from other people. 

Material relief Is given on a small 
scale. For example, some mothers (even 
the poor have their pride) will call some¬ 


one in the SCS and ask for groceries, or 
milk for the baby. 

These are people who do not 
want to call the $L Vincent de Paid 
Society because they feel ashamed, so 
they call somebody they know. They 
arc never refused. 

The organization was formed three 
years ago through the efforts of John 
Conlin, president of SCS, He had been 
doing this sort of work before he came 
to Windsor and became interested in the 
possibilities of using students on this 
campus for the same type of work. At 
that time he was an active member in 
the Assumption conference of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, Because of the 
heavy demands made upon him he asked 
several students on his flat to help him. 

student response 

There was an enthusiastic response 
to his requests from all over the campus 
and before long he realized that it would 
be necessary to form an organization it 
everything was to be accomplished effect¬ 
ively. The Student Council and Admin¬ 
istration, particularly Dean McMahon, 
were helpful but if it had not been for 
the St, Vincent de Paul Society, the SCS 
would not have been able to survive. 

There are now approximately 140 
active members putting in a total of about 


1500 manhours a week. Some members 
spend as many as 40 hours a week work¬ 
ing for the SCS, Surprisingly, last year 
the SCS lost only 6% of their workers 
and so far this year they have lost only 
2 %, 

Plana are now being drawn up 
for an SCS expansion program. Presi¬ 
dent John Conlin and many other 
members would like to see (he organi¬ 
zation spread to other campuses across 
Canada* Progress is slow however, 
because of their commitments here in 
Windsor* They cannot see any more 
action taken along that line until the 
summer. 

The SCS has been very successful. 
Many children have been helped and 
many are being helped at the moment- 
For many* the SCS has been responsible 
for keeping them out of trouble and 
helping them to improve their academic 
achievements. They have alleviated some 
of the problems of troubled parents, 
sometimes by just being there, listening 
suggesting solutions . , . The members 
are not out for any personal praise or 
glory, they give of themselves, no strings 
attached. 

They are not do-gooders whb selfish 
aims — those who are, don't last tong. 
Perhaps this is why the SCS is so suc¬
